The Force of Nature was performed at this Theatre last night, fol- 
lowed by the Opera of Zhe Cadinet, a revival here ; we have no reeol- 
lection when it was last played, but it must have been a very conside- 
rable time age. Mr. Horn was Prince Orlando, and did not succeed 
very brilliantly, though there was, perhaps, nothing to blame ; his ex- 
ecution Of the celebrated pollacca ‘‘ No more by sorrow chas'd my 
heart,” was bat a mediocre performance, only serving to bring Braham 
forcibly to our remembrance. ‘The Count Curvoso of Williams, was 
thuch in the style of all his old men, good, but wanting vafiety. Web- 
ster’s Marquis de Grand Chateau, was exceediugly well played, though 
he now and then forgot the appearance of age, he generally assumed 
socleyerly. Joha Reeve’s Whimsiculo was fair, so was the Leonora 
of Miss Turpin, and the Constantia of Mrs. Ashton, but the Curiogo 
of Mrs. Humby was too good to be classed with the multitude, inthis 
part ber quiet, arch humour told admirably; she completely entered 
into the feelings of the character, and when she is contriving the se- 
verest punishmest she imagines buman nature can sustain, to inflict on 
Floretia, she says “ 1 would make her wear old clothes, and have ber 
mouth sewed up for the reat of her life,” the words came so completely 
from her heart, that the effect was irresistible. We had forgot to name 
Farren’s performance of Peter, it was clever and sailor-like, and his 
nautical song was really good. 

Miss Paton was Floretia, and we are forced to confegs that her act- 
iag was a little more forced than usual; she was not so much at her 
ease in the character as we could have wished; ber singing was very 
brilliant, but she sadly misplaced her extraordinary powers by bestow- 
ing such a profusiun of ornament op the introduced air, ‘I've been 
Roaming.’ As an exhibition of musical skill] and science, her manner 
of singing this air was absolutely wonderful, but the display was com- 
pletely inappropriate to the sentiment conveyed by the words or by the 
composer ; the leader of the orchestra seemed to look with perfect as- 
tonishment for the period when he could introduce a note. The au- 
dience wondered, and encored ;—Miss Paton repeated the sir with 
even additional ornaments, We wish Miss Paton would not do this, 
her pure taste ought to reject euch means of obtaining a gallery ep- 
eore; she has voice and séience quite sufficiently unapproachable to 
entitle her to lead public taste, and not thus to sacrifice judicious ap- 
plause, for the tumult of the many who are dazzled by the brilliancy
